Acute Vision of Birds. 


Birds have very acute vision—perhaps 


the most acute of any creature—and the 
sense is almost more widely diffused over 
the retina than is the ca&e with 
man; 


consequently a bird can see objects side- 
ways as well as in front of it. A bird 
gees—showing great uneasiness in conse- 
quence—a hawk long before it is visible 
to man. 
So, too, fowls and pigeons find 


minute scraps of food, distinguishing 
them from what appear to us exactly 
similar pieces of oarth or gravel. Young 
chickens are also able to find their own 
food, knowing its position and how 
dis- 


tant it is as soon as they are hatched, 
whereas a child only very gradually 
learns either to see or to understand the 
distance of an object. Several birds— 
apparently the young of all those that 
nest on the ground—can see quite well 
directly they come out of the shell, but 
the young of birds that nest in trees or 
on rocks are born blind and have to be 
fed.—Chambers' Journal.

A movement is being inaagorated in 


the East to change the representation 
in the United States Senate. The pro- 
moters have issued a circular whicl 
stAtes that 11,000,000 of people in th 
States of New York and Pennsylvania 
have four Senators; 11,000,000 from 22 
States, one-half the whole number 
have 44 Senators and 60,000,000 in 22 
States, the other half, have 44 Sena- 
tors. By way of emphasis it is stated 
that 29,000,000 have 68 Senators from 
84 small States and 32,000,000 have 2C 
Senators from 10 other States. Specia 
attention is directed to the fact tha 
45,761 people in Nevada have t* o Sen 
ators, the same representation as New 
York. 


When the government of the United 


States was organized the small States 
such as Delaware and New Hampshire 
refused to enter the Union unles 
guaranteed equal representation wit 
New York and Pennsylvania in th 
United States Senate. This guarantee 
was given them in the Constitution, 
Article ~L, Section HI of which pro- 
vides that " The Senate of the United 
States shall be composed of two Sena 
tors from each State, chosen by th 
legislature thereof, for six years; and 
each Senator shall have one vote." T< 
change the representation in the Sen 
ate from States to population wouk 
require an amendment to the Oonsti 
tution. Such an amendment would re- 
quire the sanction of two-thirds of both 
houses of Congress, and of the legisla 
tures of three-fourths of the severa 
States. With such a change made bj 
amendment there would be another 
obstacle in the way as Article V 
the Constitution provides "that no 
State, without its consent, shall be de- 
prived of equal suffrage in the Senate ' 
so our Eastern friends will gain noth 
ing by advocating a change. Nevada 
has constitutional rights as well as 
New York and Pennsylvania, of which 
it cannot be deprived. 


TIIJS KLKCTIONS AND THIS 


QUESTION. 


SILVER 


It is believed at Washington that the 


defeat of the Democracy in severa 
States last Tuesday will result benefl 
dally to silver. The representatives 
of that party in Congress are very 
nearly equally divided on the silver 
question. Those who advocate free 
coinage charge the recent reverses to 
the gold wing of the party. They claim 
that if Congress had not been con- 
vened in extra session to repeal the 
Sherman act, the party would be united 
now a division is inevitable unless 
there is legislation favorable to silver 
The West and the South are dissatis- 
fied. They see that the prices of wheat 
cotton and corn are controlled by the 
market value of silver. When the 
metal appreciates in value, the prices 
of farm products advance, while every 
decline in the price of silver causes a 
proportionate reduction in the price of 
nearly all products. If Eastern Demo- 
crats persist in following the leader- 
ship of Senator Sherman, then the 
silver members will dissolve partner- 
ship with them and join the Silver 
party. 


When Congress convenes a bill to 


remonetize silver will be introduced. 
If it does not pass before the end of 
the session there will be a disruption 
of parties, as the members who repre- 
sent silver constituencies cannot go 
into the Congressional fight next year 
and hope to be elected while advocat- 
ing the success of the old parties, both 
of which are opposed to free coinage. 
No Democrat or Republican can rea- 
sonably hope to be elected to. Con- 
gress in 1894 in any of the States west 
of the Mississippi, with the possible 
exception of a few districts in the Coast 
States. 


OPPOSED TO ANNEXATION. 


The Eureka Sentinel is opposed to the 


annexation of Utah to Nevada and has 
the following on the subject: 


"Our neighbors in Utah are very much 


exercised over the proposition of an- 
nexing Utah to Nevada. The news- 
papers of that Territory also without 
exception are against the scheme, and 
there seems to be no anxiety on the 
part of the people of Nevada to annex 
Utah. Delegate Raw) ings was inter- 
viewed in Washington a few days ago 
on the subject, and he said such a bill 
would never pass Congress for various 
reasons. In the first place, the people 
of both the State and Territory are ap- 
posed to it Such a consolidation could 
not be made without the consent of 
the people of Nevada, and they would 
never give their consent. 
It would 


make a State 1,000 miles wide, and the 
only communication from one side to 
the other would be across a desert 
hundreds of miles wide." 


THE Qazette Publishing Company is a 


powerful corporation. It annihilated 
its Democratic allies one day this week 
and the next day it disposed of the 
Populists. It was ungrateful in it to 
kill its auxiliaries, but the Populists 
expected no mercy from it. Hence- 
forth there will be but one goldbug 
party and no Silver party in the coun- 
try, that is if the Publishing Company 
can help it. 


IT is a little remarkable that in the 


political land slide last Tuesday the 
Democrats elected a Congressman to 
fill a vacancy in the First Michigan 
District. That is the only position in 
any of the States in which elections 
were held that involved national issues;

Itos ANGELES, November 9.—"I am 


going to join my old commander, Phi 
Sheridan," were among the last word 
of Major William H. Husack, a Unite< 
States Army man. Major Husack pu 
a bullet through his brain early thi 
morning in -a lodging house at 540 
South Spring street. 


About 12 o'clock the body was foun 


lying upon a cot in his room. In hi 
hand was tightly clutched a revolver 
No one in the house heard the fata 
shot. At the inquest in the afternoon 
it was found that he had borrowed th 
revolver from J. B. Hutchinson, a sales 
man, several weeks ago. 


Colonel L. S. Butler, an old friend o 


the deceased, said that Major Husac] 
was at the head of the Commissary 
Department on General Sheridan' 
staff when "Little Phil" marched infr 
the Shenandoah Valley in 1864, He 
was in the Quartermaster's Departmen 
of the United States Army when Gen 
eral McCook had his headquarters in 
this city, and when McCook went Eas 
Husack was transferred to Denver. 


Colonel Butler read a letter left him 


by Husack, in which the deceasec 
stated that he had Bright's disease 
that his mind was wandering and tha 
he was going to join his old com 
mander, Phil Sheridan. He empha 
sized his order to wrap his body in t 
blanket and bury him as the dead wer 
buried during the war. 


Husack borrowed a dollar from t 


friend early in the evening and wen 
at once to the lodging house at 540>* 
South Spring street and secured 
room. He had been wandering aroun< 
Central Park all day, where be had 
written numerous notes and letters 
Among his last messages was the f ol 
lowing: 


" I do not receive the money due mi 


from parties in the East, nor has th 
National Benefit Trust Company, In 
corporated, done as promised weeks 
ago. 


" I have run in debt on account of this 


company and am now disgusted with 
life, as the company has so far failed to 
respond to my demands; and I have 
also failed to receive anything on 
account of my mining stocks in Idaho, 
so I am growing weaker in funds, 
lealth and mind, and as I have not a 
'rieud here I could ask to take charge 
or in any way relieve me I conclude, 
at high-noon to-day, to take charge of 
my future, and will visit my old com- 
mander, General Sheridan. This be- 
ng election day in several Eastern 
States, I hope and pray the Republi 
cans may win. 


" Farewell to all of my companions 


and comrades of the war of the rebell- 
on, of the United States Army and 
Navy; also all of my dear friends and 
relatives, and my dear Christian wife 
and my dearly beloved son.

A Son of General Carlln and Five Otters 


In Peril. 


SPOKANE, Wash., November 9.—Will- 


iam E. Carlin, a son of Brigadier-Gen- 
eral W. P. Carlin, commanding the de- 
partment of the Columbia, his brother- 
in-law, John Harvey Pierce, and A. H. 
Himmel Wright of New York are 
snowed in at the head of Clear Water 
river in the Bitter Root mountains, and 
grave fears are entertained for their 
safety. 


Mr. Carlin and party left here Sep- 


tember 20th for the head of the Clear- 
water on a hunting trip, expecting to 
return about November 1st. They had 
several packhones and were accom- 
panied by Marttt Spencer as guide, be- 
sides a packer and cook, making six 
men in all. 


Nothing was heard from the party 


until Mr. Randal of the Hotel Spokane 
received a letter from W. H. Wrighx ol 
Missoula, a partner of Spencer, the 
guide of the party, saying: 


"If Spencer has not got out of the 


mountains before now he will not gel 
out before spring, as the snow is from 
four to six feet deep in the mountains 
and it is impossible to get out any 
horses, unless it is this way, and even 
then one could not do so unless he 
went in from this way and took a pack 
train of oates. It has snowed for over 
a month in the range. I came out in 
about two feet of snow. Two men going 
out about a week ago started with six 
horses and got out with only two, and 
would not have got out then only for 
some Indians who helped them. 


Captain Merriam then apprised Gen- 


eral Carlin of the situation by tele- 
graph. The General replied last night 
as follows: 


"Thanks for the information. If 


possible go to Missoula and take or 
send a party to Willie's relief. Ask 
Colonel Bnrt, commanding at Fort 
Missoula, for a party of men and pack 
animals, subsistence and a guide to go 
to the relief of Willie and party. I will 
pay all expenses." 


COLLISION AT CHICAGO. 


Three Persons Killed aixl a Great Many 


Badly Injured. 


CHICAGO, November 9.—By a rear-end 


collision on the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific railroad at Seventy-first 
street three people were killed and 
eleven injured. 


The 
limited 
vestibuled express 


crashed into the rear end of the Blue 
Island accommodation, badly wrecking 
two coaches and the engine of the lim- 
ited. 


The accommodation train left the 


city a few minutes ahead of the limited 
and stopped at Seventy-first street. 
The limited bore down on it, it is said, 
at a rate of twenty miles an hour. A 
heavy fog had settled over the city and 
it was almost impossible to discern the 
signal. The engine of the limited 
plowed into the rear coach of the ac- 
commodation. The car was driven with 
terrific force into the end of the second 
coach. The explosion of a lamp ignited 
the woodwork and a Sre soon began to 
spread rapidly. An alarm was imme- 
diately turned in, but before the de- 
partment arrived a majority of the 
wounded and dead had been taken 
from the wreck, Some of the former, 
however, were badly burned. 


THEBB are four mints in the United 


States, one at Philadelphia, one at New 
Orleans, one at San Francisco and one 
at Carson City. Three of the mints 
are now running to their full capacity 
coining gold; the fourth, the Carson 
mint, is coining neither gold or silver. 
The coinage of gold in October 
amounted to over $9,500,000, and it is 
expected that $20,000,000 more will be 
coined this month and next. There 
are $96,657,300 in gold bars in the treas- 
ury vaults, and it is probable the 
greater part of it will be coined during 
the winter.
